the perseverance of its members. 

Crause 10th—Let all present members of the Cirele 
who are now on the books pledge themselves as to whether 
they can conscientiously believe in, and observe the above 
revelations void of hypocrisy or motives of self interest. 

Ciause 1lith—The present members of the, Circle 
who are decreed to be removed from the Circle will 
have their names and capabilities defined on that 
day by divine. revelation, but they will be per- 
mitted to remain as members of the, Community, 
and appointed to be rulers over Legions or classes, that 
is those who are not competent to fulfill the daties of 
the: Circle.

in diffusing, his truths void of feelings of ambition, gain or 
worldly interest, solely for the: welfare happiness and interest of 
all mankind, and that they will hencaforth look upon all the chil- 
dren of humanity with feelings of true charity, compassion and 
brotherly love, despising or condemning none whose capability 
intelect, position, or conduct, is inferior to their own, but learn 
to love their neighbour as themselves, ta. fear God and to be 
charitable with all, and believe in the atonement which the 
Lord hath made for all in the sacrifice of the great Redeemer 
and to carry out these principles. each member shall contribute 
only to the extent that shall not inconvenience themselves or 
mar their domestic comforts, and the Lord of all will judwe of 
their capabilities, and that each member shall be in posession 
of a printed copy of these rules, at the head of which its motto 
is affixed, before any member can affix his or her signature, 
all the instructions revealed upon the formation of the com- 
munity must be carefully read to each of the applicants for

Form of Deciaration—L do hereby pledge, myself in, solemn 
declaration before God andthe member or members of the 
Circle establishing true charity love and affection fear of God 
and good will towards all men that 1 will carry out to the best of 
my abilities and adhere strictly to. the, shove, rules yoid of 
ambition self interest or worldly gain Jahouring solely for the 
glory of God, and the welfare of my fellow creatures, with true 
feelings of charity towards all men and fear of God and loving 
kindness towards my neighbours. (There is other instretion 
in reference to enrolling &c, which we omit and give the 
following.) 

A balance sheet will be published every few weeks for the 
satisfaction of the members shewing the income and expenditure 
and thue destroy all doubt as to the truth honour and justice 
of the glorious cause, on which the organization is founded, 

Now what guarantee have we that we should not be further 
defrauded since those who wished the cause to be carried out in 
its integrity are cut off from taking any part in the conducting 
of its business, and what guarantee have we while such men as 
before portrayed are determined to shut their eyes and be led 
by the blind, until they both, or all fall into the ditch. I alluded 
to their mental blindness, God forbid that I should rejoice at 
any man’s downfall, let him be an enemy or not but the truth 
must out.. I am grieved to hear of the state of the Mediums 
health, and I fear that my being cut off from the Circle is 
partially owing to being faithful with him and telling him he 
was doing wrong by drinking spirituous liquors and powerful 
stimulants, and time has proved that I was right:and:the advice 
I gave him was for his own, good, but I fear he has brought 
down upon himself by hisi vice and immorality that. which will 
ere long prove his:end and then truly will the, veil be torn from 
his eyes, and he will see his fellow, man. face to face in the 
spirit I had hoped to see it otherwise but L. now believe it 
wiil be fulfilled in-a manner few of the present members believe 
in Spiritually as: must-shortly be proved if all,other things are 
rightly given unto himeat the onset of his, labours, But these 
things we must leave in the hands of him who raleth all things 
by his Almighty. power, and even, evil. spirits are made to 
aocomplish his will, and bring about His divine purposes, and 
now are helping him on: to his own downfall and thus we shall 
not heed any threats he may issue-aguinst, us.or any invitation 
to join the cause. in its present shape and therefore it is useless 
to tell us that we should be effectually, and for eyer severed 
from the Great Cause and then invite us back again, such could 
not be the divine deeree of: heaven, though God may have 
permitted:it to be the case to bring about, His divine will, And 
now let the Medium. be-aware, of that power which is leading 
him on tohis'own: destruetion headlong, and while it is in his 
power let him:return to the pathof.duty again, and so he isnow 
warned to be aware so that he cannot say that God is ubjust, 
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or unmerciful, as he is fully aware that he has set aside all the 
divine instruction given to him as a guide, and whereby he 
might by strict obedience have escaped his present sufferings to 
a great extent. We will now pass on to our task in showing up 
this mans deception, he finding himself involved in the meshes 
of fraud determined on the overthrow of all the parties con- 
cerned, aud by taking this headlong step he has brought upon 
himself discomfiture and disgrace, as we feel bound to show up 
the cause why it is that we can no longer continue a part of it, 
though we were told that we might be enrolled amongst the 
community, and by being unfaithful, we should have met with 
no better reward, as all are treated alike who dared to inter- 
fere with him in the course he was taking.

Iwill now read portions of that purported revela- 
tion, and we shall see that, to all human judgment, it is not 
Divine, and, therefore, need not be heeded as such by the faith- 
ful; as such, here I give it:— 

Exiract of Revelation—And now, behold, as the Medium is 
chosen and installed in the ordinances of God, the circle sur- 
rounding him must all be faithful and obedient to the Divine 
commands revealed through him; and thus, behold, as the 
members of the circle forming the first twelve have all been un- 
faithful, disobedient, negligent, and, therefore, cut off, and

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faithful and obedient, yet not competent to perform all duties 
which will now shortly fall upon them, even though they are 
anxious, willing,and desirous of performing, to the utmost of 
their power; therefore such members, if faithful, will be per- 
mitted, and will readily accept the Divine promises made, and 
will joyfully become rulers of legions and classes in the several 
tribes of the great organisation, and be appointed by Divine re- 
velation; and, thus, let the following be observed by the men 
as hereunder named— William Brown, and William Proctor— 
these are all residing near this locality, who come under the 
above clauses of the revelation):—but the wilfully negligent and 
disobedient, and those who have clung to worldly considera- 
tions, haye thus caused negligence and disobedience, by their 
works, in the minds, and amongst the members of the commu- 
nity in the different localities, shall not be permitted to remain 
in the great cause only as members of the great organisation, 
and even then they must be faithful to their pledges, to meet 
and merit the glorious reward promised to the faithful and obe- 
dient in divine revelation . Therefore this revelation applies 
to the undermentioned names:—U. Gregory, Isle of Wight; G. 
Edmonds, Bedworth; Mr, T. C. Stretton, and J. Hill, Sutton, 
Now, all the above members may, at their will or request, be 
entered in the books of the chosen people of God, and, by faith, 
obedience, and perseverance in the cause, according to their 
pledges, they shall hold high and important offices, at a future 
period, in connection with the members of the circle, who will, 
in unity and peace, conduct the chosen community of God.—
